meant that the p latform com­ 
mittee d oes not officially 
ex ist 
and cannot get d own to actu al 
p latform framing. 
The p latform committee will 
be organized tonight, 
howev er, 
and wall begin op en hearings to­ 
morrow jnorning. 
The sou th had cap itu lated to 
Smith’s nomination and 
the 1 
Smith forces had acq u iesced in | 
a “d ry ” p lank which will

v ocate enforcement of the p ro­ 
hibition law. Delegates, realizing

A d amage of ap p rox imately 
\ $500 to $800 was d one 
to the 
bu ild ing by the fire and water 
u sed in p u tting 
it ou t.

George C. Wy att fu rnitu re store, 
ad joining the Cu tter bu ild ing on 
the north, was slightly d amaged 
by water, bu t a brick wall k ep t 
the fire from sp read ing in this 
d irection. The jewelry store 
ot 
Jesse Poe, in the center of the 
Cu tter 
bu ild ing, 
was slightly 
d amaged by water. 
The fire was noticed labou t 1:- 
4 0 o’clock this morning, and the 
cries of a few p ersons who were 
d owntown d irected firemen to

p rox imately 1,4 00 feet of hose 
was u sed to fight the fire.

Brothers, Inc., and the Chry sler 
corp oration which was to hav e 
become effectiv e tod ay has been 
halted by a temp orary inju nc­ 
tion granted to minority stock ­ 
hold ers late y esterd ay . 
The action was brou ght by Col. 
Calv in Hock er God d ard of Rich­ 
mond , Va., against Dillon, Read 
end comp any , bank ers who ac­ 
q u ired control of 
the Dod ge 
comp any in 1925, and hold all of 
its v oting stock . God d ard is said 
to rep resent 5,000 shares ou t of a 
total of 850,000 shares of p refer­ 
red stock . 
God d ard ’s cou nsel 
said 
the 
action was d irected against the 
contention of Dillon, Read and 
comp any that the Dod ge assets 
can be transferred “withou t re­ 
gard to the right of the p refer­ 
ence stock hold ers to receiv e $105 
a share for their stock .”

An ex cessiv e amou nt of rain­ 
fall, which alread y has reached 
ov er two inches more than the 
av erage for all of Ju ne, contin­ 
u es to fall in Ru sh cou nty 
and 
v icinity , bu t p romises 
of fair 
weather tomorrow hav e been 
mad e 
by Elwood 
Kirk wood , 
United States weather observ er, 
at Mau zy . 
The rainfall for Ju ne so far 
has been 6£ inches, while 
the 
av erage for the entire month is 
only 4 .56 inches. Du ring the first 
three d ay s of the week , inclu d ­ 
ing tod ay , .56 inches of rain fell, 
while Frid ay and Satu rd ay of 
last week saw .71 inches fall. 
The reason for the continu ed 
rains was assigned by Mr. Kirk ­ 
wood to the fact that satu rated 
cold air in the north is coming 
in contact with the warmer air 
of the sou th. Ru sh cou nty is lo­ 
cated almost ex actly at the p oint 
cf contact between these air cu r­ 
rents, and that is the reason for 
the ex cessiv e rainfall, he said . 
The temp eratu re, too, is ex ­ 
ceed ingly low for this time of the 
y ear. Less than a week ago the 
longest d ay of the y ear was re­ 
cord ed , and the max imu m tem ­ 
p eratu re as record ed 
by 
Mr. 
Kirk wood ’s 
instru ments tod ay 
was 58 d egrees, while the mer­ 
cu ry fell only to 53 d u ring the 
night for the minimu m record ­ 
ing. 
Mr. Kirk wood record ed a slow­ 
ly rising barometer which ind i­ 
cated an increase in air p res­ 
su re. This he said , wou ld bring 
abou t a clearing of sk ies, and 
fair weather, with corresp ond ­ 
ingly increasing in temp eratu re. 
The heav y mist, as was p resent 
most of the d ay tod ay , was good 
ev id ence, he said , of the warm­ 
ing of highly satu rated cold air

He sp ok e briefly regard ing his 
reactions from the international

The rainfall for June so far 


has been 6i inches, while the 
average for the entire month is 
only 4.56 inches. During the first 
three days of the week, includ- 
ing today, .56 inches of rain fell, 
while Friday and Saturday of 
last week saw .71 inches fall. 


The reason for the continued 


rains was assigned by Mr. Kirk- 
wood to the fact that saturated 
cold air in the north is coming 
in contact with the warmer air 
of the south.
